Further- 
more it is interested in Germp^n sec.- 
side resorts like Travermuncte and has 
vessels that carry excursionists there 
At Flensburg Stinnes has a company 
whose swift small ships ply the Bal- 
tic. 


Within the past two years he formed 
the Hugo Stinnes lines and this new 
concern was the cause of one of the 
deepest humiliations of hi* business 
career. Stinnes owned a considerable 
block of stock in the once great Ham- 
burg-American Steamship Combany 
and was made a director. 
The con- 
cern, beginning to recuperate from 
the paralysis caused by the war and 
the loss of its biggest and best ships, 
was preparing to resume active steam- 
ship service between Hamburg and 
South America. 
The latter has al-

StSnnes Is HubiUated
